New York, December 1.—QOne of the 
most sensational raids ever made in New 
York took place late tonight, when Dis-

“The raid on Canfield'’s had hardly been 
finished when the police of the Tender- 
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loin precinct descended on the house in 
West Thirty-third street, known as “The 
House With the Steel Doors,’’ and re- 
puted to be run as a gambling house by 
Frank Farrel Ladders had been pro- 
vided to escalade the second story win- 
dows, but the steel front doors were 
found to be open amd no opposition was 
made to the entrance of the police.

First Step Toward the Harmony 
Conference, and It Wil! Be 
Followed by Expres- 
sions from Others.

Washington, December 1.—(Special.)—A 
big democratic harmony conference will 
be held some time during the early part 
of the coming year if’ the Plans of cer- 
tain prominent democtats carry through 
successfully. 8 

It is the aim of these men to duplicate 
if possible the success of the famous 
conference at Greystone, which resulted 
in the first nomination of Grover Cleve- 
land and was $0 influential in bringing 
about his election. 

The first step toward this conference 
was the recent publication of a ‘‘har- 
mony’'’ letter from Grover Cleveland. It 
is the purpose of the men who are back 
of this movement to secure Similar ex- 
pressions from other men regarded prom- 
inent and powerful in the democratic 
party, drawing out, so far as it is pos- 
sible, expressions from men representing 
all phases of democratic opinion. 

Hope To Get All in Line. 

It is the hope of the men who have 
this movement In hand that it may de- 
velop such unanimity in favor of wip- 
ing out the lines of factional differences 
as will bring about the adoption of a 
national platform upon which all fac- 
tions can agree and the nomination of a 
candidate who will, draw to himself the 
support not only of all men claiming to 
be democrats, but<iof that large element 
of independent voters whose support is 


essential to Mtn Sets bili 
It is a’ noticeable fact that the letter 


of Mr. Clevelandy which appeared recently 
in The New .York World, gave rise to 
less criticism than any previous utter- 
ance of the ex-president since he went 
out of office. Whether this is due to a 
less aggressive tone on .the part of Mr. 
Cleveland or to the general desire on 
the part of democrats to find a common 
meeting ground, it may be a little diffi- 
cult to determine, but it is a significant 
fact that the last Cleveland utterance 
was better received than others from the 
same source. This has had the effect of 
giving the promoters of this new har- 
mony movement real hopes of success. 


While this movement starts in the east, 
it is the hope of the men back of it to 
secure the indorsement and cooperation 
of those southern democrats who are 
really influential in the councils of their 
party. To that end they will endeavor 
to avoid the mistake of tying to those 
men who were recognized as the special 
followers of Mr. Cleveland in the fight 
which was responsible for the disruption 
of the party in 1894-95-96. They recognize 
that it would be very easy, by reviving 
the bitterness of that contest, to undo 
all the work which has been so __ far 
eccomplishec toward harmonious action 
between the democrats of the east and 
the democrats of the south. 

It ig understood that the Cleveland let- 
ter is to be followed by a harmony ex- 
pression from former Secretary Olney, 
whose strong support of the party candi- 
dates in 1900 won him so much general 
admiration, and that after Mr. Olney 
some of the democrats from the south 
and the west will be heard from. 

Gorman Working for Harmony. 


Senator Gorman, of Maryland, is ac- 
credited with being the man behind this 
movement. While Senator Gorman is re- 
garded as having presidential aspirations 
and undoubtedly would liketto get to the 
white house, his first interest is in party 
success. Those nearest him say he would 
not care to have the nomination in 190i 
unless his party was practically agreed 
that of all men he is best to harmonize 
existing differences.

Incidental to this movement, though ncg 
distinctly a part of it, an effort was made 
a few years ago to secure on interview 
with former Mayor Hewitt, of New York, 
who was once a power in New York af- 
faars. Mr. Hewitt is a man now over 
ei ty years af age and, as is almost in- 
evitable with men who nave attained his 
years, his mind is on the past rather than 
on the future. Because the great major- 
ity of democrats do not agree with him 
upon some few things, his belief is that 
the party is wrong past redemption. He 
announces, therefore, that he does not 
consider himself a democrat. 

Asking Advice Only from Democrats. 

The failure to get Mr. Hew:t to in- 
dorse a getting together of democratic 
factions has, not discouraged the men 
back of this‘'movement. As one of them 
said yesterday: ‘“We do not expect, nor do 
we seek, the support of men who declare 
that they are not democrats. What we 
want are the men who consider them- 
selves demoorats and who are willing to 
make concessions in the interest of far- 
mony, if such concessions are nec ry.

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Resolution Introduced for I 
vestigation Into Virginia tlec-

Washington, December 1.—(Special.)— 
The republicans started in on the first 
Gay’s session of congress with a move 
intended to force a congressional investi- 
gation into the Virginia election condi- 
tions and the new constitution. This is 
the entering wedge for a general invcsil- 
gation into the operations of the ncw 
constitutions of other- southern states. 

The first member of congress chosen in 
the elections provided for by the new 
Virginia constitution is Carter Glass, 
who succeededs Major Otey from the 
Lynchburg district. It is a singular coin- 
cidence that as member of the constitu- 
tiona: cqnvention Mr. Glass played the 
most important part in framing the 
suffrage provisions of that document. The 
suffrage planks are practically his own. 
Subsequent to the adoption of the new 
constitution Major Otey died, and, large- 
ly because of his prominence in the con- 
stitutional convention, Glass was chosen 
te fill the vacancy. It is something like 
the irony of fate that his title to a seat 
in ‘congress should. be the first to he con- 
tested. 

Engineered by Wire. 

This movement on the part of the re- 
publicans was engineered by John S&S. 
Wise, the New York attorney who was 
formerly a republican member of con- 
gress fram Virginia. Failing in his efforts 
to get the Virginia constitution into the 
federal courts, Wise came on from Hich- 
mond to Washington. This morning he 
had a cofference with President Roose- 
velt, going to the white house with Rep- 
resentative Crumpacker, of Indiana, who 
is recognized as the leader in congress 
of the campaign against the south. 

Later the plan of those who are oppos- 
ing Mr. Giass as the representative of 
the Virginia constitution developed. It 


Thad been announced that Wise would 


have some republican member object to 
in of Glass. but no such 
objection was made. Immediately after 
he had been sworn in, however, Repre- 
sentative Tayler, of Ohio, who is chair- 
man of elections committee No. 1, intro- 
duced a resolution calling for congres- 
sional investigation into the election of 
Mr. Glass. This cited the circumstances 
of the adoption of the Virginia constitu- 
tion and the allegations that its pro- 
visions clashed with certain provisions 
of the federal constitution, and called 
for.an investigation by elections commit- 
tee No. 1. 
Democrats Excited. 

Immediately there was‘a flurry of ex- 
citement on the democratic side. Rep- 
resentative Richardson, of Tennessee, the 
minority leader, jumped to his feet to 
enter protest against the consideration of 
the resolution. He raised a point of or- 


der against it, but later withdrew this, 


as Mr. Tayler explained he was not ask- 
ing its. immediate consideration, but 
wanted it referred to the elections com- 
mittee in the usual course. There was 
some discussion on the democratic side 
as to whether it should not go to the 
elections committee No. 3, which has con- 
sidered the .other Virginia contests, 
rather than to committee No. 1, but final- 
ly all objections to its going to the latter 
committee were withdrawn and the res- 
olution took that course. 

It has not developed that the republican 
leaders intend to force auvtion upon the 
resolution, but the probability is that 
they will do so, and a. congressional in- 
vestigation of the election in that dis- 
trict and into the provisions of the Vir- 
ginia constitution will be had. However 
indisposed the republicans have been to

Notable among those who gath- 
ered at «the capitol this morning were 
some of the members-elect, woo will take 
seats next December, or earlier should 
an extra session be called. 

Former Speaker Thomas B. Reed was 
among the visitors at the capitol. Priur 
to the. hour fer convening he visited 
among the members of the house, were 
he once served So many years, tnen 
among the members of the senate. He 
was greeted on both sides by friends and 
former associates. 

When the senate was called to order 
today the familiar figure of General 
Hawley, the veteran senator from Con- 
necticut, was missed. Reports received 
today from his home at New Haven in- 
dicate that he will never again be able 
to resume his senatorial duties and taere 
is a possibilicy of his tendering his resig- 
nation.

PANAMA ROUTE. 
DUT OF RUNMING2 


Belief to That Effect Is Strong 
in. Washington, 


Concha Has Been Recalled by Co- 
lombia, but It Is Stated Hay 
Has Already Entered Into 
an Arrangement with 
Nicaragua. 


Chicago, Ills., Decemeber 1.—(Speciai.) 
A straight tip reaches here from Wash- 
ington tonight to the effect that Secre- 
tary Hay has practically completed an 
agreement with Costa Rica and Nica- 
ragua for a strip of territory 10 miles 
wide across the isthmus for a canal, over 
which territory the United States is to 
have absolute control. At Washington, 
‘un certain circles, the belief is strong 
that Panama is out of the running. ; 

The government is tired of the dilatory 
tactics of Colombia. Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, however, do not want to 9e 
used as a whip to discipline Colombia, 
but are ready .to enter into a straight 
business proposition. Tae indications 
are that a thorough understanding has 
been reached and unless Colombla comes 
promptly to the front the Nicaraguan 
route will be chosen, or at least recom- 
mended by Secretary: Hay. 

Concha Goes; Willi Panama Lose? 

Washington. December 1.—(Special.)— 
Exit Concha! The elusive gentleman 
who has been representing, er rather 
misrepresenting, the republic of Colombia 
in th2 canal treaty negotiations has been 
given the grand bounce by his govern- 
ment and the chances of securing a treaty 
for a canal by the Panama route seem 
to have increased several hundred per 
cent.

Apostle Would Make an 
Excellent Official, 


(Denies That His Candidacy Was 
' Fathered by the Church—Posi- 
tion of Apostle and Mor-

Salt Lake City, Utah, December 1.—In 

n interview today with the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press, President Jo- 
seph Smith, of the Mormon church, -de- 
fined the present position of the church 
with respect to polygamy, also the ec- 
clesiastical position of Apostle Reed 
Smoot, whose candidacy for the United 
States senate has resulted in an active 
veampaign against him by the Ministerial 
Alliance. 

“The church does not desire to enter 
the controversy over this question,” said 
President Smith, “but it is anxious that 
its own people, as well as the people of 
the country, should understand its posi- 
tion.” 

“Does the Mormon church solemnize or 
permit pluta! marriages?’ Président 
Smith was asked. 

“Certainly not,’ he _ replied. “The 
church does not perform or sanction or 
@uthorize marriage in any form that is 
contrary to the laws of the land. The 
assertion that prominent Mormons prac- 
ticé polygamy is evidently made to mis- 
lead the public. Polygamy under the law 
is the Marrying of a husband or wife 
lwhile the legal husband or wife’is living 
and undivorced, There is no such offence 
committed by sanction of the Mormon 
church. But when the prohibition of 
‘polygamy was proclaimed by the presi- 
dent of the Mormon church there were 
‘many persons. who had contracted plural 
marriages, and that relation has been 
continued in many instances, for men in 
that position determined not to abandon 
their families, but to care for and provide 
for them and educate and cherish their 
children. This is erroneously construed 
as practicing polygamy and creates the 
impression that polygamous marriages 
are still permitted in and by the church. 

“It was ascertained by a careful census 
if 1890, when President Woodruff issued 
his manifesto against further polygamous 
marriages, that there were 2,451 such 
families belonging to the church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints in the United 
States. In May, 1892, a complete and 
thorough inquiry showed that the origi- 
nal number in 1890 had been reduced 6 
per cent, leaving then only 897, the great 
majority of whom were of advanced age 
and mary of them have since departed 
from this life. It is evident that with 
mo additions to this total, but a rapid 
and continual decrease in it, the number 
of polygamous families will soon be re- 
duced to zero.” 

President Smith was asked to define 
the position of Mr. Smoot in the church, 


- his position as an apostie having been 


compared to that of a cardinal, or arch- 
bishop, in other churches. 

“The two positions are not parallel,’’ 
President Smith said. “An apostle of 
Seventy or elder or bishop in the church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints is 
usually engaged in some secular voca- 
tion, or laboring in some capacity for his 
daily bread. He is ordained to the office 
he holds in the priesthood so that he may 
act in that calling when required. He 
gives his services atuitously to the 
church. There are instances, of course, 
when a man’s whole time is taken up 
with some church duty that he receives 
réemnueration therefor, but as a rule men 
holding eeetons in thé priesthood are 
epeaged n secular callings and are men 


of airs. 

«Reed ‘Smoot is a banker, the manager 
of the largest manufacturing institution 
in this state, and is interested greatly 
in mining opérations and other temporal 
pursuits.. He is recognized as a capable 
and enterprising citizen and his position 
in the church need not interfere in any 
way with his services to the state or 
the nation in any aoe rig > office to which 
he may be elected. It is not true that 
he has been put forward by the church 
as a candidate for public office, but he 
has the same right that any other Amer- 
fean citizen enjoys to accept any- office 
which his fellow citizens may elect him 
to occupy. Mormon church officials have 
served in congress for years and no ob- 
oo" has been offered on that account.

Fitzpatrick’s screams only broadened the 
smile upon the woman's face, until it 
gave way to a hearty laugh. 

“Now,'’ she said, as Fitzpatrick called 
louder fur help, “I guess you'll behave 
yourself. I guess you'll leave that woman 
alone. I have spoiled your beauty and I 
guess that'll hold you for a while.’ 

Screamed for Help. 

The pain was intense. Holding his hand 
to his head Fitzpatrick made a break for 
the dvor, and into the rain and dark 
plunged, each step calling. Ilcua 
harder for help. His cries aroused the 
neighborhood, and in a few( minutes a 
half dozen neighbors gathered\ about the 
suffering man. At first he could do noth- 
ing but scream for help. 

He was led back into his house by some 
of his friends, none of them knowing the 
cause. of his outbreak. But as they en- 
tered the house his wife greeted them 
at the door forbidding their entrance.

His Condition Critical. 

But there was no relief. One of the 
party hurried for a physician, and Dr. 
Hinkle responded. When the doctor 
reached the home he found Fitzpatrick 
almost in convulsions, #0 great was the 
torture he was undergoing. The ear 
had begun to swell, and was almost clos- 
ed. It was with difficulty that Dr. Hin- 
kle was able to find access to the wound- 
ed portion, but he finally succeeded, and in 
a short time Fitzpatrick was easy. His 
burns were all bid, and it will be sev- 
eral days before he can get cut to re- 
sume his duties as janitor at the Con:- 
mercial bank. - 

Fitzpatrick’s home is on Third avenue, 
at Pleasant Hill. Today he was wai 
to do any talking, and there is more 
than a possibility that his burns may 
prove fatal. His wife remained sullen 
until it was found that his condition was 
desperate. Then, apparentiy torgetting 
her anger, she became the most atter- 
tive and devoted of nurses. 

The skin on Fitgpatrick’s face was 
cooked, almost to a turn, and is peeling 
off. Both eyes are injured by the boiling 
water, and it may be that his sight 
will never be good again.

Salt Lake City, Utah, December 1.—In 
n interview today with the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press, President Jo- 
te Smith, of the Mormon church, de- 
ned the present position of the church 
with respect to polygamy. also the ec- 
clesiastical position of Apostle Reed 
Smoot, whose candidacy for the United 
States senate has resulted in an active 
‘campaign against him by the Ministerial 
Alliance. 

“The church does not desire to enter 
the controversy over this question,” said 
President Smith, “but it is anxious that 
its own people, as well as the péople of 
the country, should understand its posi- 
tion.”’ 

“Does the Mormon church solemnize or 
permit plural marriages?’’ President 
Smith was asked. 

“Certainly not,” he replied. ‘The 
church does not perform or sanction or 
@uthorize marriage in any form that is 
contrary to the laws of the land. The 
assertion that prominent Mormons prac- 
ticé polygamy is evidently made to mis- 
lead the public. Polygamy under the law 
‘ds the marrying of a husband or wife 
lwhile the legal husband or wife is living 
and undivorced, There is no such offence 
committed by sanction of the Mormon 
But when the prohibition of 


ident of the Mormon church there were 
‘many persons who had contracted plural 
been 
continued in many instances, for men in 
that position determined not to abandon 
their families, but to care for and provide 
for them and educate and cherish their 
children. This is erroneously construed 
as practicing polygamy and creates the 
impression that polygamous marriages 
are still permitted in and by the church. 

“It was ascertained by a careful census 
in 189, when President Woodruff issued 
his manifesto against further polygamous 
marriages, that there were 2,451 such 
families belonging to the church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints in the United 
States. In May, 1892, a complete and 
thorough inquiry showed that the origi- 
nal number in 1890 had been reduced 63 
per cent, leaving then only 897, the great 
majority of ™m were of advanced age 
and many of them have since departed 
from this life. It is evident that with 
mo additions to this total, but a rapid 
and continual decrease in it, the number 
pf polygamous families will soon be re- 
fuced to zero.” 

President Smith was asked to define 
the position of Mr. Smoot in the church, 
his position as an apostle having been 
compared to that of a cardinal, or arch- 
bishop, in other churches. 

“The two positions are not parallel,’’ 
President Smith said. “An apostle of 
seventy or elder or bishop in the church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints is 
usually engaged in some secular voca- 
tion, or laboring in some capacity for his 
daily bread. He is ordained to the office 
he holds in the priesthood so that he may 
act in that calling when required. He 
gives his services atuitously to the 
church. Thére are instances, of course, 
when a man’s whole time is taken up 
with some church duty that he receives 
remnueration therefor, but as a rule men 


holding qoesons in tha priesthood are 
en gt n secular callings and are men 
rs. 


i ‘Smoot is a banker, the manager 
of the largest manufacturing institution 
in this state, and is interested greatly 
in mining operations and other temporai 
pursuits. He is recognized as a capable 
and enterprising citizen and his position 
in the church need not interfere in any 
with his services to the state or 
nation in any aoe rar office to which 
he may be elected.

With a stream of boiling water flow- 
ing into his right ear and a flood of it 
pouring over his face, around his neck 
and down his chest, Albert Fitzpatrick 
sprang from his sleep at an early hour 
this morning, screeming and dancing with 
pain. Beside his bed stood his wife, smil- 
ing like a demon, holding in her hands a 
half. gallon vessel from which the steam 
was still rising high. All the water had 
beer poured on her sleeping husband. 
Fitzpatrick’s screams only broadened the 
smile upon the woman's face, until it 
gave way to a hearty laugh. 

“Now,’’ she said, as Fitzpatrick called 
louder fur help, “I guess you'll behave 
yourself. I guess you'll leave that woman 
alone. I have spoiled your beauty and I 
guess that'll hold you for a while.” 


Screamed for Help. 

The pain was intense. Holding his hand 
to his head Fitzpatrick .made a break for 
the ‘oor, and into the rain and dark 
plunged, each step calling. lcuc 
harder for help. His cries aroused the 
neighborhood, and in a few minutes a 
half dozen neighbors gathered about the 
suffering man. At first he could do noth- 
ing but scream for help. 

He was led back initio his house by some 
of his friends, none of them knowing the 
cause. of his outbreak. Put as they en- 
tered the house his wife greeted them 
at the door forbidding their entrance.

But there was no relief. One of. the 
party hurried for a physician, and Dr. 
Hinkle responded. When the doctor 
reached the home he found Fitzpatrick 
almost in convulsions, ¢o great was the 
torture he was undergoing. The ear 
had begun to swell, and was almost clos- 
ed. It was with difficulty that Dr. Hin- 
Kle was able to find access to the wound- 
ed portion, but he finally succeeded, and in 
a short time Fitzpatrick was easy. His 
burns were all bid, and it will be sev- 
eral days before he can get cut to re- 
sume his duties as janitor at the Con- 
mercial bank. 

Fitzpatrick’s home is on Third avenue, 
at Pieasant Hill. Today he was unas. 
to do any talking, and there is more 
than a possibility that his burns may 
prove fatal. His wife remained sullen 
until it was found that his condition was 
desperate. Then, apparentiy torgetting 
her anger, she became the most atter- 
tive and devoted of nurses. 

The skin oon Fitgpatrick’s face was 
cooked almost to a turn, and is peeling 
off. Both eyes are injured by. the boiling 
water, and it may be that his sight 
will never be good again.

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General Judiciary Committee Votes 
Adversely To Consolidating State 
and National Elections, but 
Reports Favorably on 
Summer Session Bill. 


The general judiciary committee of the 
house yesterday reported favorably the 
bill by Senator Skelton, of the thirty-first, 
providing for summer sessions of the gen- 
eral assembly by a vote of 14 to 7, Dut 
reported adversely, by il to 3, on the 
bill by the same senator to change the 
date of the state election to Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November, the 
data of the national eléctions. 

Adverse action on the latter bill was 
taken, though Senator Skelton stated that 


lit was the most important of the two, 


his whole object being to save the e¢x- 
pense of one election to the people, which, 
he said, amounted to $26,000. The sum- 
mer sessions bill was only a hecessary 
corollary of the other, the change of the 
election date being the object for whica 
both were introduced. 

The two bills were.called up and a vote 
was about to be taken when Judge Akin, 
of Bartow, said he would like to hear from 
Senator Skelton on the question as to how 
the legislature would count the vote for 
governor in proper time if it did not meet 
until-the summer following the election, 

Senator Skelton Is Heard. 

Senator Skelton said he conceded the 
fact tnat if the bills became laws, the 
present governer and state house officers 
would hold over until their successors 
were elected and qualified, which would be 
in June, 196. As to future governors, 
however, this would not apply, he de- 
clared. The terms of succeeding Officers 
would be only two years, as at present. 
It would be impossible to change the 
time of meeting, he said, without length- 
ening the term of tne present governor, 
It is a constitutional right the legisia- 
ture and the people have to change the 
time of their election and of the meet- 
ing of thé general assembly. 

There igs a great necessity for the 
change, Senator Skelton said. The elec- 
tion of state officers is settled now by the 
primaries, and the holding of two elec- 
tions, one for state officers and another 
for president and congressmen, entailed 
an additional expense of $26,000 on the 
people, Senator. Skelton declared. By 
changing the state election date to the 
date of the national election this large 
amount of money would be saved, and 
it might as well be, since the election fol- 
lowing the primary .was practically a le- 
gai formality. 

Felder Opposes Change. 
Mr. Felder, of Bibb, opposed the con- 
solidation of the election dates on the 
ground. that the national election always 
brings out an undesirable vote, and it 
was likely to stir up an opposition to the 
democratic party that might in some 
cases prove disastrous. Mr. Felder said 


Lhe could not see any necessity for the 


change. 

“It will wake up serpents that are now 
sleeping,” he declared. ‘‘You had better 
let well enough alone.” : 

Mr. Felder also said by waiting seven 
months after the election before coming 
to the general assembly a member would 
forget all his pledges to his constituents. 
Congressmen, he said, were a living ex- 
ample of this fact. . 

Mr. George, of Morgan, said he did 
not think Mr. Felder was afraid of stir- 
ring up any serpents. He said summer 
sessions would conduce to keeping a quo- 
rum present, as few courts were in ses- 
sion at that time and there would be 
less absenteeism. The change would be 
a good one for the farmer, he declared, 


‘as it would put the sessions at a time 


when he could most conveniently attend. 
He could see no possible objection to 
either one of the billis. 


Mr. Hall’s Views. 

Mr. Hall said there never had been any 
law. providing for summer sessions. The 
old sixty-day session was usually ex- 
tended by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers and they came back and stayed all 
summer. 

“It has always been the policy of this 
State to keep state and national elections 
Separate,” Mr.*Hall said, “and I am op- 
posed to changing it.” 

Mr. Hall said he had seen the day 
when federal bayonets were abundant 
around the polls in Georgia, and he 
cidn’t want to live to see such a condi- 
tion of affairs again. 

Somebody suggested that under the 
terms of the bill the present legislature 
would have to hold three sessions. 

“Then the bill is unconstitutional,” Mr. 
Hall said, “‘because under the cvonstitu- 
tion we can’t hold more than one hun- 
dred days to save our lives.” 

Mr. Hall said if the governor were 
elected in November and not qualified 
until June he might die in the meantime, 
and there is no provision of law for such 
a@ case. Of course, the sitting governor 
would hold until his successor was elect- 
ed and qualified, but a great deal of con- 
fusion would result, and the old gOvV- 
ernor would hold long beyond the time 
contemplated by law. 

Mr.' Phillips, of Jefferson, moved that 
the bill fixing the time of the meeting of 
the general assembly for the fourth Wed- 
nesday in June be reported back with 
the recommendation that it do pass.

GIANT WAVES - 
BUFFETED HER 


St. Louis Reaches New York 
- After a Very Rough 
Voyage. 


New York. December 1.—The American 
steamer St. Louis arrived in port early 


‘today from Southampton and Cherbotrg 


one day late after a very stormy pas- 
sage. ~The St. Louis left the channel 
with moderate breezes, which later be- 
came a gale with violent squalls and a 
very high, dangerous sea. The gales con- 
tinued in violence until Friday, when 
they fell. Among the passengers was 
J. Allison Brown, deputy United States 
consul general at Paris, and General IL. 
Viljoen, formerly of the South African 
republic. | 

As the St. Louis came into her dock 
she showed the effect of the rough 
weather. Her funnels were salt encrust- 
ed where the spray had dashed against 
them, and one of the forward starboard 
boats hung a wreck on the davits. Others 
on the same side were marked by dents 
where the heavy seas had struck them. 

During the héight of the storm on 
Wednesday afternoon one seaman, 
Johnson, a Norwegian, was washed ovér- 
board and lost. During almost all of the 
trip the captain was obliged to remain 
on the bridge, and most of that time the 
officers were lashed to supports to keep 
the seas from carrying them overboard. 

On the 29th the St. Louis ran into a 
violent hail storm and the hail stones 
were so large that the officers had hard 
work navigating the ship. For days they 
ran the vessel under reduced speed with 
the passengers behind storm doors and 
the sea continually breaking over the 
ship and sweeping the decks. 

On Wednesday about 4 o'clock a. m. 
the storm was fierce and the sea was high 
and was breaking over the bow with 
such force it was feared that some of 
the forward boats on the starboard side 
would be carried away. Orders were 
given to have the boats made more se- 
cure and a detail of men were sent up 
to fasten them. The seamen who un- 
dertook the work crept along the side 
of the deck to the forward boat. They 
had been working but a few minutes 
to make it secure when.a heavy wave 
came curling over the rail. There was 
a shout of warning and ail of the men 
held fast except Johnson, who was 
dashed overboard. The boat was stopped, 
but so wild was the sea that no aid 
could be given to the man and the steam- 
er resumed her journey.

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The State’s Financial Crisis. 

It is not possible as yet to exactly 
forecast the outcome of the financial 
legislation at the present session: of 
the general assembly. But it is al- 
ready plainly evident that the pending 
movements along that line are not 
tending toward financial sufficiency 
and stability. 

One branch of the body has adopted 
a resolution providing that the levy of 

the general tax on properties shall 
not exceed 5 mills. The last year the 
rate fixed by the governor and comp- 
troller general was 5.44 mills and the 
produce reported by the treasurer was 
$2,123,612.13. This year the tax rate 
is 5.30 mills on an increased valuation 
of nearly $11,000,000, and figured on 
the same basis as the previous year, 
allowing a like ‘ratio of defaults, the 
produce will be $2,167,150, or $43,538 
more of cash income from the general 
tax than happened last year. 

Proceeding on the same- basis, a 
tax rate of 5 milis will produce $2,336,- 
553 gross, or $2,044,484 net, which is 
$122,666 less than the estimated re- 
ceipts of the current year and $79,128 
less than the income of last year. 

The general appropriation hill has 
been passed by the house and does not 
vary very considerably from that of 
the preceding year, except in the 
matter of increase of the pension

The Isthmian Canal Trouble. 

We are oppressed by a strong psy- 
chological intimation—or, in plainer 
words, we feel it in our bones—that 
Senor Concha, the Colombian minister 
at Washington, “has been seen” by the 
railroad lobby that is bent on defeat- 
ing the building of the isthmian canal. 
There come back to us dim memories 
of other days and other events in 
which Latin-American diplomacy has 
found the American dollar a_ big 
enough turn-table on which to reverse 
policies and defeat desirable enter- 
prises. 

Far be it ; 1s, however, to even 
hint that ther. are any spread-eagle 
feathers in the teeth of Senor Concha. 
He may be as chaste as Diana and 
as aloof from mercenary susceptibili- 
ties as Caesar’s wife, if she was—but, 
somebody has evidently been to see 
him and gotten his consent to ob- 
struct the making of an isthmian ca- 
nal treaty with his country. It may 
be that he has been inspired from 
home to hold off until Uncle Sam 
comes across with all the money Co- 
lombian cupidity thinks it ought to 
have. In that case we shall soon know 
the truth, for Secretary Hay is report- 
ed to have bluntly asked Colombia to 
order Concha to sign or resign. If 
Colombia refuses to do either, then 
Uncle Sam will have to think again 
and the trend of his thought may not 
mean a picnic season for the official 
hold-uppers of that perked-up re- 
public. 

It is made plain as A B C that this 
country will not pay the French com- 
pany that $40,000,000 for its property 
and franchises in the Panama canal 
until Colombia has first signed a sat- 
convention with us.

It did not take Chief Justice Fuller, 
of the supreme court of the United 
States, long to dispose of the cases 
brought against the state of Virginia 
in dehalf of the disfranchised negroes 
of that commonwealth. He heard the 
arguments of Captain John S. Wise 
and others, at Richmond, on Friday 
and Saturday last, in which they con- 
tended that the new constitution of 
Virginia is unconstitutional because 
it deprives the negroes of the right to 
vote accorded to them in the four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments to 
the national constitution.

Will Increase the Deficit. 

Th. committee adopted an amendment 
by Mr. Hall. of Bibb, to the section ap- 
propriating $321.380 to pay the interest On 
the bonded debt. striking out the au- 
thority given to use the balance of the 
public property’ fund, about $130,000, to- 
ward paying this interest. 

Mr. Hall declared that this feature of 
the bill was legislation and had no place 


in the bill. 

“Tt violates the constitution twice,’’ Mr. 
Hall said, “both in being in the general 
appropriations bill, and in proposing to 
pay out this money. 

“T am here to support the constitution 
as I understand it, and not as it is in- 
terpreted by four members of the su- 
preme court in an emergency. 

“The constitution is supposed to pro- 
tect tnis fund, and we violate the con- 
stitution when. we use this money, for 
any other purpose than paying the bond- 
ed debt of the state.” 

Mr. Davis, of Meriwether, urged that 
the amendment should be defeated. He 
declared the supreme court had settled 
the question that tae interest is a part 
of the bonded debt, and said unless thi8 
money was used toward paying the in- 
terest, there would be just that- much 
more of a deficit in the state treasury. 
In other words therg would be a deficit 
of $120,000 to $130,000 more than would be 
the case if this money were used. 

Mr. Mitc@ell, of Thomas, warmly sup- 
ported the position of Mr. Hall. Legisla- 
tion, he said, had no place in the general 
appropriations bill. The way to get at 
the matter was by special bill. He con- 
sidered the use of the public property 
fund to pay interest unconstitutional in 
spite of the decision of the supreme court. 

Mr. Hall’s amendment was then adopt- 
ed, and unless a change is made in the 
bill the balance of tné public property 
fund cannot be used for paying interest. 

The section appropriating $100,000 to the 
ginking fund and $321,380 to pay interest 
was then adopted. 

Kept for the School Fund. 

The proposition to pay the expenses of 
the department of agriculture, amounting 
to $10,000, from the fund arising from 
fees for inspecting fertilizers, met with 
strong opposition. Mr. Calvin, of Rich- 
mond, moved to amend so as to pro- 
vide that this money should come direct- 
ly form the general fund in the treasury 
as neretofore. 

Mr. Calvin directed attention to the fact 
that in 1874, responsive to a demand on, 
the part of the agriculturists of the state. 


a law was enacted which provided an. 


annual appropriation of $10,000 for the 
support and maintenance of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. It was specificaliy 
provided that the $10,000 a year should be 
a direct expense to tne state. The effec: 
of the committee’s amendment would be, 
he said, not only to depart from the ruie 
which had controlled since 1874, but it 
would have the further effect of taking 
$10,000 from the school fund. The de- 
partmept of agriculture, Mr. Calvin de- 
clared, was too important a department 
to be made to depend for support on 4 
strictly contingent fee. 

Mr, Davis, of Meriwether, said the de- 
partment of agriculture ougat first to be 
made self-sustaining before its income is 
devoted to other purposes. In the next 
place he said the appropriations coin- 
mittee, while it had taken off $10,000 here, 
had really increased the common school 
fund, because it had given the schools 
$15,000 more than ‘aeretofore from the 
hire ef convicts, 

Mr. Bush, of Miller; Mr. Deal, of Bul- 
loch, and others supported the amend- 
ment by Mr. Calvin urging that every 
dollar possible should be. added to the 


public school fund. 
After some further debate the commit- 
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tee amendment was lost, the effect being 
the same as if Mr. Calvin's amendment 
had been adopted. In other words, the 
fertilizer inspection feeg will continue to 
go to the common schools, and the $10,000 
for the department of agriculture will 
continue to cOme out of the genera! 
fund in the treasury as heretofore. 

During the debate on the foregoing 
appropriation Mr. Bush, of Miller, de- 
clared the agricultural department was 
doing the farmers more harm than go°d, 
anynow, and that it was furnishing infor- 
mation principally to capitalists. 

The committee passed the appropria- 
tions of $3,000 for the state chemist’s sal- 
ary, $1,000 each for two assistant chem- 
ists, $1,000 to replenish chemicals, $1,500 
salary for the state entomologist and 


of entomology and horticulture. 

There was some debate on the contin- 
gent fund and owing to a misunderstand- 
ing the section was passed over until it 
could be perfected. Later the contingent 
fund was taken up and fixed at $10,000, 
out of which $200 is to be paid for the 
expenses of the state board of pharmacy. 

Railroad Commission Cut. ' 

One of the warmest arguments of the 
day came on the question as to whether 
the railroad commission should be given 
200 or $800 for incidental expenses. The 
commission fas heretofore received $800, 
cut of which a salary of $600 a year was 
paid to a stenographer and porter and 
the balance went to incidental office ex- 
penses. The appropriations committee 


adopted this amount on the ground that 
the secretary of the commission should 
be required to do tae stenographic work, 
and that $200 would be sufficient for the 
hire of a porter. Mr. Franklin, of Wash- 
ington, tried to secure a reconsideration 
of this action, on the ground of a state- 
ment from Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, 
chairman of the railroad commission, 
read by Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, showing it 
was absolately necessary that the com- 
mission have at least $800 to pay for the 
clerical expenses of the office. Tae house 
refused to reconsider by a v0te of 4 to 
80, which means unless a change is_made 
in the senate and assented to by the 
house the railroad commission will have 
to dispense with the services of its 
stenographer. 

The appropriation of $1,200 for contin- 
gent expenses, printing and porter hire 
for the supreme court, was adopted. 

The state printing fund was fixed at 
$20,000, an increase of $6,000 over last year, 
because every year for several years past. 
there has been a deficit in the printing 
fund anywhere from $5,000 to $7,600. 

The railroad commission was given $1,000 
as a printing fund, and the public build- 
ings and grounds fund was made $15,500. 
an increase of $1,000 being given to cover 
a deficit last year. 

Other appropriations made under sec- 
tion 6 were state library, for purchase of 
books, etc., $3,000; for printing supreme 
court reports, néw volumes, $7,000; for re- 
publishing earlier reports where cupy- 
rights have ¢xpired, such sum as may be 
necessary; and for binding the journals 
of the senate and house, $650. 

The paragraph appropriating $2,50) to 
pay the salaries and railroad expenses 
of the irusiees of the state sanitarium 
was amended after considerable discus- 
Sion so as to appropriate the salary of 
$150 to each of the ten trustees and actual 
railroad fare to and from Milledgeville. 
An amendment by Mr. Hall of Bibb, pro- 
viding that this amount come out of the 
appropriation for support and mainte- 
nance of the institution, Was aiso adopted, 

The paragraph giving the trustees of 
the state university $4 per day and actual 
railroad fare while serving was passeu, 
but with the amendment that this ‘6 to 
come out of the fund given for support 
and maintenance of the university. 

Discussion of Pensions. 

The paragraph g:virg $135,000 to maim- 
ed and disabled confederate suldiers was 
adopted without debate. This is a de- 
crease of $5,000 as compared with last 
year, as there have been some deaths 
among this class of pensioners, 

The amcunt given by the committee for 
indigent confederate svidiers were $386,- 
600. The committee provided, however, 
that if the amownt was not sufficient to 
give each ~ensioner on this list $60, which 
is the amount fixed by law, the pension 
commissioner be instructed to pay these 
pensions on a pro rata basis. 

Mr. Hall of Bibb made the point of 
cTder that the amoupt, {@0,.is fixed by 
law, and that the amendment providing 
for prorating the amount was legislation, 
as it propesed to reduce the amount, 
hence could not be passed on in the ap- 
propriations bill. Chairman Slaton sus- 
tained this point of order and the pro 
rating amendment was rulei out. 

Mr, Leigh of Coweta offered an ameénd- 
ment to make the amount for indigent 
pensioners $400,000, and in support of it 
made his maiden speech in the house, Mr, 
Leigh deciated he was in favor of re- 
trenchment, but not under any circum. 
stances at the expense @ the old Soldier, 
Whe was more than anyone entitled to 
the state’s care and bounty. 

The house adjourned at this point until 
3 o'clock in the afternoon. j 

Afternoon Session. 

At the beginning of the afternoon ses- 
sion Mr. Fields, of Dooly, moved to make 
the amount for indigent soldiers $416,000, 
and Mr. Carsweii, of Wilkinson, wanted 
to make it $416,000, Mr. Carswell made 
a strong argument for an increase.

He did not belleve any member 
of the house was. opposed to pensions, 
but he thought a.sufficient amount had 
been given. He opposed the system un- 
der which old soldiers had to declare 
themselves paupers before they could se- 
cure pensions. Mr. Moses declared tt was 
cheap politics for members. to get up 
and clamor for a $20,000 or $25,000 increase 
when the committee had put in $845,000 
for pensions. 

Mr. Hall congratulated the hbusé upon 
the return to the ranks of those who 
are trying to cut down appropriations of 
Mr. ‘Franklin, of Washington. He was 
glad to see it, he said, and could only 
conclude with that familiar old hymn,

Indigents Get $410,000. 

Mr. Fields, of Beoly,. said he would 
withdraw his amen@ment in order to sup- 
port that for $410,000; the. amount the pen- 
sion commissioner *#@ays is needed. He 
said he hoped evéfy member would vote 
as he talked at home. 

Mr. Gienn, of Whitfield, said while he 
had opposed other’ appropriations, he 
wanted to go on record as giving to this 
class of pensioners every dollar asked 
as necessary. 

By a vote of 63 to 52 the amendment 
of Mr. Carswell, of Wilkinson, givihg 
$410,000 for indigent soldiers, was adopted. 
This is an increase of $48,000 over the 
amount given to this class last year. 
This is the greatest and most important 
change made in the Dill. ; 

The amount of $185,000 was passed up 
for widows of confederate soldiers who 
died in the service or since from wounds 
received in the service, and $90,000 was 
given for indigent widows provided for 
under the recent law. These were the 
amounts fixed by the appropriations com- 
rr-ittoe. 

The following amounts were adopted 
without debate: Fees of solicitors gen- 
eral, $6,000; salary of clerk of the supreme 
court, amount not named; for geological 
department, $8,000; printing fund of geo- 
logical department, $2,500; for mainte- 
nance of the prison department, $106,000 
to come out of the fund arising from 
the hire of convicts: for payment of re- 
wards earned for arrest of fugitives from 
justice, $2,000, to be paid from the hire of 
convicts; for payment of cattle inspec- 
tors appointed by the commissioner of ag- 
riculture, $500, to come from fertilizer in- 
spection fees, ; ~ 

The geological department section was 
reconsidered and amended so as to re- 
quire the chemist of the department to 
analyze, examine and report upon any 


clays that may be sent him for such pur- . 


pose, for which service reasonable fees 


shall be paid, such fees t6 go into the 


state treasury. 
Military gets $20,000. 

The military section, practically the 
last in the bill, carried an appropriation 
of $20,000. As soon as it was read a flood 
of amendments reached the clerk's desk. 
The following amounts were proposed:

Farmers and cattle raisers throughout 
the south will be made happy by the 
knowledge that there is practically no 
danger of the spread in this section of 
the dread cattle disease known as the 
“foot and mouth” disease, which is at 
this time so prevalent among the cattle 
of the New England states. 

The accounts of the disastrous ravages 
of this disease among the cattle of the 
east has caused some considerable ap- 
prehension among the southern farmers 
and cattle raisers, but they will hail with 
joy the announcement that the govern- 
ment has taken the matter in hand, and 
by strict quarantine will confine the dis- 
ease to the section where it is now 
prevalent. 

Drs. Carnes & Carnes, of Atlanta, vet- 
erinary surgeons, yesterday gave out the 
foliowing interview on this disease: 

“Tis eczema contagiosa or epizootic 
aphtha, or as it is better known, the 
‘foot and mouth disease,” which is now 
raging in the New England states af- 
fecting thousands of cattle of all sex and 
age, isa highly contagious febrile and in- 
fectious diséase, associated with a viscular 
eruption in the mouth, between the pedal 
digitis, and around the coronet, which is 
at the junction of the hair and foot, to 
such an ulcered condition that the entire 
separation of the hoof from the feet 
takes place. ne 

“Vesicles also appear on the tongue, in- 
side the lips, on the roof of the mouth, 
and sometimes on the teats and udder, 
impregnating milk with the bacilli which 
convey the se to mankind. The ani- - 
mal shows -signs of uneasiness in the 
mouth by grinding the teeth, by a flow 
of saliva from the mouth, and by diffi- 
culty in mastication. A high temperature 
and lameness is noticeable after the pe- 
riod of ulceration, which is from one to 
four days. 

“This disease is most extensive among 
horned cattle, as they. seem more sus- 
ceptible to the influence of the contagious 
poison. Sheep and goats suffer severely, 
also dogs, pigs and poultry often die 


from it.

money on the military boys who went to 
encampment at seacoast resorts and 
spent their time in drunken debauches.

Lowndes—To pro rate 
to each class of pensioners under the 
different acts providing pensions for con- 
federate soldiers whenever inadequate to 
pay the sum allowed such persons under 
the law. 

By Mr. Candler, of DeKalb—To provide 
for the appointment of a tax commis- 
sion and to prescribe its duties. This 
Measure provides for the appointment of 
five members of the house of representa- 
tives, two members of the senate, and 
two citizens of the state not connected 
with any department of the state guv- 
ernment, who ‘shall, -with the attorney 
genera] and comptroller general, consti- 
tute a ‘“‘tax commision.’”’ The committee 
Shall nave power to sammon witnesses 
and compel attendance at their meetings, 
which shall be at tneip convenience prior 
to the approacaing session of ‘the legisla- 
ture. The committee shall sit for not 
more than 40 days and the members wil] 
be paid the same per diem as legislators. 
The duty of the commission is to prepare 
a bill to rectify defects in the present 
taxation system. 
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vin of Richmond, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of fifteen from 
the house and ten from the senate to visit 
the state university during commence- 
ment in June, 19038. President Howell ap- 
pointed the following senators on the 
committee tv represent the upper house: 

Messrs. McMichael, chairman; Atkin- 
son, Lee, Park, Stevens, Middlebrooks, 
Moore, Lediord, Lesinger and Skelton. 

A sealed communication was received 
from the governor and was read during 
the executive session.

By Senator Merritt of the twentieth—To re- 
organize the military forces of the state. 

Ey Mr. Candler of DeKalb—To provide a 
new charter for the town of Edgewood = in 
DeKalb county. 

By Mr. Muller of Muscogee—To amend the 
charter of Columbus, in Muscogee county, so 
as to confer authority upon the city to exer- 
cise jurisdiction over ali the territory within 
3 miles of the city limite. 


New Bills Introduced. 

The following new bills were *intro- 
duced: 

By Senator Tisinger of the twenty-fifth—To 
incorporate the town of Atwater, in Upson 
county; and to ‘provide the qualifications of 
voters, and the election of councilmen and 
other officers, 

By Senator Hopkins of the seventh—To pro- 
vide for the dissolution of corporations by 
the superior courts in certain instances on 
petition of stockholders, for the grant of in- 
junctions and appointments of reccivers in 
such proceedings for the disposition of the 
assets of the corporation.
